2. You perhaps know that there are various types or 
patterns of phrases and sentences.

terns. If the book contains the sentence ‘This picture is 
beautiful to look at’, learn it well, and then practise the pat- 
tern by constructing other examples of it: This mango 


` is sweet to eat. These flowers are nice to smell. His story 


was interesting to listen to, etc. If you do this regularly, 
you will soon find that you are learning a lot of English. 
3. Words are easier to learn than sentences or phrases. 
But you have to learn them all the same. The first thing

This shows that the first thing you should do is to buy a 
good dictionary and learn to use it.

4. If you cannot understand a word without know- | 
ing its meaning in Hindi, do find the Hindi word for it. ` 
But be careful that you do not find and learn a wrong word. 
It is safer and better to learn the meaning of a whole phrase 
or sentence in Hindi than to learn the meaning of a single 
word. It is so because a word means different things in | 
different combinations of words. Then there are words 
like prepositions, conjunctions, etc., which do not mean 
anything by themselves. To learn their meanings you 
have to learn the meanings of the phrases and sentences 


in which they appear.

5. After learning the meaning of a word you must 
use it as often as you can in phrases and sentences. Some 
important types of phrases and sentences you already know... 
and others you will find in this book. Do not forget that |. 
learning to use a word is more important than merely 


learning its meaning. 


6. In each lesson you will find a few ‘key-questions’. 
They are there to help you to read the lessons intelligently.’ . 
Read the lessons to find the answers to these questions. 
Read silently, carefully and as many times as you can. 
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The oftener you read a passage the more quickly you will 
read and understand it. 

7. At the end of each lesson you will find exercises 
on the use of words, phrases and sentence patterns and on 
grammar and composition. Do not treat these exercises 
lightly. Do them all. They have been carefully prepared 
to help you to practise and learn new and useful things in 


English. 


$. The NOTES do not explain all difficult words. They 


‘explain mainly difficult but useful constructions and tell you 


what things in a lesson you should practise and learn. They 
also tell you. what things you should learn from the dictionary. 
Please remember that these NOTES are not a “key” but a 
“guide” to English. If you read them intelligently and do 
what you are told to do, you will have learnt quite a lot of 
very useful English by the end of the year. At some places 
certain symbols have been used in the NOTES. Let me 
explain them to you here : S=subject; V=verb; N=noun; 
Adj.=adjective; Adv.=adverb; Part.—participle.

The passages included in this book have been carefully | 
adapted to contain only the necessities of the English | 
language—its fundamental structures and essential content 
words. These must be taught at production level to help | 
the learner acquire a ‘working knowledge’ of the language. | 
Here are a few suggestions in regard to the general plan of | 
work : i 
1. The lessons are graded from the points of view of 
structure, vocabulary, subject-matter and teachability. Let 
us teach them in the order in which they appear in the book. |, 


2. Since language is a system, the most important part | 
of it is its structure. Let us, therefore, pay special attention | 
to the teaching of phrase and sentence patterns. Let us teach | 
our pupils to make simple factual statements in the positive | 
and negative forms, ask simple questions and express cer- | 
tain fundamental concepts, like commands, prohibitions, 
requests, suggestions, promises, permission, possibility, 
conditions, hopes, wishes, etc. This book contains examples 
of all these. Active command over these is the ‘working 
knowledge’ of the language. Let us not say these are simple | 
things. They may be simple, but they are the root of the 
matter. 


3. Let us prepare the ‘exercises’ for translation an 
composition in English carefully so as to include the above 
items. But let us not put too many things in one ‘exercise’. 
Let our teaching be systematic. 

4. The contents of the book should prove interest- 
ing and informative to the pupils. They have variety and 
are drawn from quite out of the common beat. The ‘key- 
questions’ are definitely purposive. Let us direct the pupils 
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to read the passages, mostly silently, in order to find the 
answers to these questions. 


5. Let us not explain every content word. Let us 


encourage the pupils, instead, to use the dictionary as much 


as possible. Structural problems, of course, we must deal 
with thoroughly. Let us maintain a record of what we teach 
(words, phrases, constructions, etc.) from day to day in a well- 
bound note-book and let us insist upon our pupils main- 
taining a similar record of what they learn. 


6. The rather copious NOTES in the book are not 
meant to embarrass anyone. They are designed to suggest 
lines of approach to the language. Let us consult .them 
and let us work out our methods on those lines. 

7. The exercises at the end of each lesson are by no 
means exhaustive. They are merely suggestive. Let us 
construct more on those lines. The ones given are the 
minimum and they must all be done by every pupil. 


8. ‘Practice makes one perfect’ is an adage true to the 


letter. Whatever item we teach must be thoroughly prac- 


tised by our pupils. Let us not forget that a thing is taught 
only when it has been learnt by the pupils. 

A lot of thought, study and labour has gone inte the 
preparation of this book, and I have tried my best to re- 
concile the traditional and the scientific attitudes towards the 
teaching of English on the one hand, and the needs of our 
students and the requirements of the examination on the 
other. Much of the usefulness of the book will, however, 
depend upon how it is taught and studied.

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During that time I travelled about a great deal 
and was for three years the governor of one of the 
Chinese cities. |

As you would expect I saw a great many things 
that were strange toa man from Europe. For in-| 
stance, in the mountains, the Chinese find a kind 
of black stone. This they dig out and burn like 
firewood. If you supply the fire with these stones 
at night, and see that they are well-kindled, you 
will find them still alight in the morning. 

Another very interesting thing is the way in 
which messages are sent. From Peking there are 
roads and highways in many directions. Along 
these there are post-houses or inns every twenty- 
five miles. At each of these stations there is a 

large and handsome building for the messengers,| | 
and at some of them there are about 400 horses 

Standing ready for their use. Even in those parts 
of the country where there are no roads and no 
houses you will find these stations. : 


Then there are the cities like Peking, which has 
twelve gates, four walls, each of which is six miles 
long, and a thousand men keeping guard at each 
gate. It has, besides, 12,000 bridges of stone and 
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3,000 baths. Some of these baths are large enough 

for 100 persons to bathe together.

But although there were so many interesting . 
things to see, we were often homesick, and in 1292 
we got a chance to return. The journey took us 
about three years. We sailed down the coast of 
Asia and through the straits of Malacca. Wesaw 
the south coast of India and the island of Ceylon, 
and at last reached Ormuz once more. From this 
point we went overland to the Black Sea, where we 
found a ship that took us back to Venice, to our 
old homes, and, as I have already told you, to the 
people who had forgotten us. 

But everybody knows us now, because we are 
the only people from Europe who, so far, have ever 
been right across Asia. Good-bye !

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HOW THE PYRAMIDS WERE BUILT 


(Key-Questions : Why did the people of ancient 
Egypt bury food, clothes and other things with 
their great men? What are “mummies” ? 
In Egypt there is a great river called the Nile. 

It flows for many hundred miles through a desert 

country towards the Mediterranean Sea. But on 

either side of the river is a narrow strip of fertile 
country. For every year, when the snow melts in 
the mountains far away in the middle of Africa, the 

Nile rises and overflows its banks, carrying the 

rich mud. Then the crops grow quickly and are 

harvested. 

Very, very long ago, there grew up great Cities 
along the banks of the Nile. Men think that they 
were the first cities in the world. We know a lot - 
about them because the Egyptians invented picture 
writing and wrote down the doings of their kings. 
They believed, too, that after death men went to 
another world where they would need the same 
sort of things as they wanted here. So they buried 
with their great men chairs and tables, tools and 
weapons, clothes and food, and even games and 
children’s toys. The air is so dry in Egypt, and 
ihe tombs were sealed so tight that these things 
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have been preserved. We find them toda 
and can understand how the Egyptians lived so 
long ago. ; 

The Egyptians also learned how to preserve 
the bodies of the dead. They filled them with 
sweet spices and wrapped them round with wind- 
ing cloths. We call these bodies “mummies”, 
and we can still look on the features of these 
ancient Egyptians who lived thousands of years

built across the river. This dam is not very 
long because the river is quite narrow at this place, 
but it has an enormous height of about 210 meters. 
It will be nearly three times as high as the famous 
Qutub Minar of Delhi and will be the second 
highest dam in the world. The highest is the 
220 meters high Hoover Dam in the U.S.A. 


The Bhakra Dam blocks the river Sutlej and 
.makes a huge lake along 80 kilometers of the 
mountain valley. About 4800 kilometers of canals 
and their distributaries have started carrying the 
water from it to the farmers’ fields, and, when the 
dam is completed, more than 1.4 square hecto- 
meter of land will be irrigated in the Punjab, 
PEPSU and Rajasthan. Besides, four powerhouses 
one at the dam itself and the other three along, 
one of the canals, will soon generate a large 
amount of electricity. The total amount of 
electricity generated will, in the end, be morethan 
400,000 kilowatts.

to travel through Tibet and Nepal, and no one 
outside those countries knew anything of the 
giant mountain. The Tibetans knew about it, of 
course. ‘They called it Chomolungma, which:

It was in the year 1849 that it became known. 
to other nations. In that year, a survey was made 
in the northern part of India, towards Nepal, in 
order to find out the exact heights and positions 
of the hills and mountains. It was found that one 
mountain, standing well back in the Himalayan 
range, had a height of 8,850 meters which is nearly 
five and a half miles.

On the other hand, they cannot spend a long 


time on the mountain, because the weather is very ` 


bad. The bitter cold and fierce wind make them 
weak, and sometimes the snow is so thick that it is 
impossible to climb at all. All through the winter, 
from November until March, the wind blowing 
from the north-west is so fierce and cold that no 
man can live in it. Snow falls deeply on the 
mountain-sides and avalanches occur frequently. 


In the summer, after the cold north wind has 
died away, a warm damp wind blows from the 
south-west, from the Bay of Bengal. This wind 
is known as the S. W. Monsoon. It also brings 
snow, which forms in deep layers on the upper 
slopes of the mountain. The result is that climb- 
ing becomes very very dangerous and difficult. 


There are only two short periods in which 
climbers can stay on the mountain long enough to 
reach thetop.

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the northern route to Everest, only a few men, 
climbing from the north; had looked down on the 
southern slopes of the mountain, which are in 
Nepal. They had seen snow and ice on the steep 
southern cliffs, and thought that to climb from the 
south would be even more difficult than to do so 
from the north. But at least the journey through 
Nepal would not be as long and tiring as the 
journey through Tibet. 

In 1951 a party went to find out more about 
these southern slopes. This was the 1951 Everest 
Reconnaissance Expedition, led by Eric Shipton. 
It was very successful. The climbers reported that, 
though there were many difficulties and risks, 
there certainly was a way to the top from the south. 
Indeed, they climbed part of the way up. 

Using this route, two parties of Swiss climbers 
made attempts to climb Everest in 1952. They did 
not succeed in reaching the top. But, like others 
who had climbed from the north before them, they 
climbed to a height of about 8,540 meters, and 
then had to give up. Tenzing was one'of the men 
who reached this great height. \ 


Success, at last, came to the 1953 British Ex- 
pedition. On 29th May, 1953, the flags of the 
United Nations. Greate Britain Taiti Nepal 
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flew over Everest ! The mountain was conquered 
only four days before the Coronation of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II, but the great news 
reached England in time for the happy event.

In fact, she 
believed that he was an Eskimo, since he spoke her 
own language, though with a slight touch of 
strangeness. 


This praise pleased Stefansson greatly, because 
he had been studying hard for nearly four years to 
learn the difficult Eskimo language.

Every 
minute or two, a small girl messenger appeared in 
the doorway with a platter of something to add to 
the meal. Some of the gifts were sent especially to 
Stefansson.

The explorer’s first dinner with Eskimos who 
had never seen a white man before was a pleasant 
affair.
